It 6eems indi i d odd at 
this diattftOfl thai the |>uhlicatiou in 
French of legal documents and ot'i 
rial nolices has hecn a innr^ar) for 
uiality in any. state beneath the stars 
and stripes. But I he well-known per- 
sistent inability of Creoles to under- 
sold English in the days before the 
war continued the traditions of the 
pant. Since the general overturning 
of the fortunes and influences at- 
tendant ujHin the new order of tilings 
tho Creole young people have become 
moro Americanized. Tliev r.ll speak 
French and English with equal flu- 
ency. 

Of the 18 1 delegates composing the 
present convention, only "-.'1 were of 
French descent, and it is said that 
many of old t lie Creole families arc 
represented by men who do not speak 
French. The struggle of the French 
tongue to maintain its ascendency in 
Louisiana since the annexation in 
1802 has been virile and prolonged. 
That it has taken 06 years for tho 
language of the dominating Anglo- 
Saxon race to -drive out its ancient 
lingual foe proves tho strength of 
the bitter. Spanish ancl German fam- 
ilies have been absorbed by the 
French, and harsh Teutonic names 
have been changed into more musical 
Gallic syllables. 

It is true that there are st ill about 
13,000 French speaking men in Lou- 
isiana, and perhaps three times as 
many women and children, but thev 
live chiefly in the rural districts anil 
they are rapidly learning English. 
Often, without doubt, it is the sort of 
English Cable's "Bonaventure" 
taught his pupils, but at all events 
it is not French, nor Creole patois. 
A writer in the Sun commenting on 
the present lingual condition has this 
to say concerning the schooling of 
the descendants of tho people from 
the Land of Evangeline: 

"A more efficient system of public 
schools in the Acadian pari-iies won',,, 
very soon get rid of it, at least of the 
Acadian patois. TbeFrench will sur- 
vive in Louisiana, half the popula- 
tion still speaking it, but not as an 
official language, and it will in time 
disappear. The court proceedings 
will no longer be carried on in that 
tongue, as was so frequently the ease 
of old, und a legislator who has the 
misfortune to know English will not 
be interrupted with cries of 'traduc- 
tion — 'translation' — and demands 
that his speech be translated by the 
official interpreter for the benefit of 
tiie members who speak only French." 

And in regard to the capital: 

"But if tho French language has 
lost ground in southern Louisiana 
and New Orleans, the French influ- 
ence has- maintained itself. The 
customs and usages are almost entire- 
ly French, the fashions French, as 
well as t ho mode of life, the holidays. 
The open is always in French, never 
in Italian. The music is French, 
even to the tremolo, and Wagner is 
abhorred. The paintings are French, 
the cuisine essentially French or Cre- 
ole. The people t hem-elves do not 
recognize the full extent of Gallic in- 
fluence. It is a remarkable instance 
of the triumph of French ideas, tastes 
and customs, at the same time that 
the English language has been vic- 
torious over its Gall io adversary. The 

strength of that language isevidi need 
in its success and the strong prejudice 
and patriotism of the Creoles and 
French. Of all the struggles English 
has had, none lias been harder or 
longer than that in Louisiana against 
the French. 

"The Catholic church has been the 
most stalwart suppnrterof the French 
language in Louisiana, and it has 
perhaps more than anything else 
kept that language strong and virile 

The Creoles have always insisted on 
a French archbishop, and their in- 
fluence in the church was strong 
enough to win. This became an im- 
portant issue in the late choice of an 
archbishop, and the French influence 
was again triumphant in the eleel ion 
of a few months ago of the present 
occupant of the uiehicpi.M^pal so, 
But even in the OatWic church 
French is losing ground. In the 
sugar industry the French or ereoles 
have lost much of their influence, and 
most of the large plantations have 
passed into the hands of Americans 
or American companies. They have 
lost ground in the retail trade, and in 
1/ the professions, in finance, and in 
other branches they hold their own. 
But the old sentimental lie which 
connects them with France is almost 
entirely gone, and there are no truer 
Americans anywhere in the country." 

Thus is shown anew the al*orbin,g 
and assimilating power of this repub- 
lic and her mother tongue.
